DR. ROBERT COLL VER DEAD; 
FOLLOWING ILLNESS OF MONTH. 


Famous Unitarian Preacher Succumbs 
in New York—Former Pastor of Unity 
Churca Here 


Collyer, pastor emeritus of the Church of the. 
Messiah and a widely known Unitarian min- 
ister, died shortiy before midnight tonight 
at his home here, aged 8 years, 5 

Dr. Collyer suffered a paralytic stroke a 
month ago, and for the last few days he had 
been sinking rapidly. 

Dr. Collyer, son of a blackemith, was born 
in Keighly, Yorkehire, on Dec. 8, 1823. He 
came to America and for several years fol- 
lowed the trade of his father. 

He began hig work in the ministry as a 
Methodist minister, but later became a Uni- 
tarian and acted as missionary in Chicago 
for a number of years until he founded and 
became the first pastor of Unity church. © 

Dr. Collyer came to New York in 1879 as 
pastor of the Church of the Messiah. 

During his work in religion Dr. Collyer 
found time to write many books, mostly on 
religious topics. 


WELL LOVED IN CHICAGO, 

The name of the Rev. Robert Collyer is 
closely conected with the history of Chicago. 
At the time of the Chicago fire Dr. Collyer 
was pastor of the Unity church at Walton 
place and Dearborn avenue. Standing on 
the ruins dt his church he became tamous 
by his prophetic sermon that ended, “ The 
glory of the latter house shall be greater 
than that of the former.” 

The thinning numpers of Chicagoans of 
today who helped rebuild the city re- 
member Dr. Collyer as the inspiring figure of 
those days, and among them his old time 
friend Dr. Samuel Willard, now living at 
1526 Fargo avenue, and the senlor of Dr. Coll- 
yer by one year, recently spoke of his rec- 
ohHections. 

“The day after the fire Robert Collyer 
and I went in the yard of his church to 
rescue from among the smoking pile what 
had been left of his books,” Dr. Willard said. 
“That was when everybody in Chicago could 
recite parts of his ‘fire sermon,’ and when 
people repeated. them to encourage each 
other. No man in this city ever exerted such 
a potential influence for good as he."

He was on his way from 
San Francisco to Los Angeles when the Times 
building. was blown up, and the next day he 
was employed by the mayor of Los Angeles 
to trace the dynamiters.

CInb Committee Drafts 
and Reports Vocational 
Education Bill. 


MEANT AS A COMPROMISE. 


Includes Most Essential Fea- 
tures of the Cooley and 
Blair Measures.

Vocational education of Hlinois children 
under local direction and in conjunction with 


| the established school system, but under 
| supervision of a state commission and with 


state ald, is proposed in an elaborate plan 


| devised by the public education committee 


of the City club of Chicago, which has draft- 
ed & bil? for introduction in the legislature. 
The bill is asserted by its advocates to in- 
clude the best essential features of the 
strongly opposed Cooley and Blair measures, 
previously advocated by educational leaders 
in the state. It is Claimed to be a compro- 
mise that should find favor with both sides. 
Supplementing the points taken from these 
bills are others absorbed from systems in 
| operation in Massachusetts, New York, and 
Ohio. The club committee believes a suitabie 
structure can be built out of existing mate- 
rial and offers this as the basis. 


_Explains Present situation. 
4 lengthy explanation of the present criti- 
cal situation precedes the recital of the 
‘bill's purpose. This.crieis, it is decigred, is 


‘chiefly caused by the question of whether 


vocational education shall be carried on in 
conjunction with the academic school sys 
tem under local direction, as urged by Mrs. 
Ella Flagg Young; or by a seperate state 
commission, as urged by Mrs, Young's pre- 
decessor, E. G. Cooley, indorsed by the Com- 
mercial club, Association of Commerce, 
Hamilton club, and Civic federation. 

It is contended that experience shows re- 
sults to be better when special subjects are 
taught as a department of a general educa- 
tional system than in separate institutions. 
This method is termed of benefit to the 
special branch and also as having a quick- 
ening, democratic influence on the spirit of 
the academic branch. 

The bill offers what the Tilinots Bankers’ 
association has been insisting upon, adequate 
education in agriculture for the small dis- 
trict schools of the rural districts. Further, 
it provides for another great rural reform 
demanded by the same association, a com- 
petent staff of expert agriculturiste to give 
field demonstrations on the farms, where 
children and ddults alike may an imme- 
diate aid. 


Now Under Local Supervision. 

Most of the work provided for already is 
taught in many of the Illinois public schools. 
It ie done now under local supervision, and, 
the club asserts, is done well. For this reason, 
if for no other, it is argued, the proposal to 
give state ald only to special schools to be. 
created should be carefully weighed before 
it is adopted. 

“Tf it should be decided that separate 
schools only were to receive state aid for 
vocation education. an unfortunate condi- 
tion might well result,” sa yet report. I 
is highly improbable the older schools would 
relinquish this work without a struggle, and 
a competition. would arise for the same 
pupils, especially for children on 14 
and 16 years of age. 

“It is belleved that n separation 
in administration will defeat its own pur- 
pose, through failure to attract the pupils 
who most need the specialized instruction. 


Attitude of Parents. | 

“Tt is the common experience of workers 
in this field that the parents of such children 
have an unshaken confidence in the demo- 
cratic character of the regular public 
school, and that many would refuse to let 
their children leave this school, which, they 
believe, offers equal opportunit 
enter a school which appears tobe organized 
merely to teach children how to work, 

Ir these vocational schools are separated 
from the regular public school system, it will 
be difficult, if not impossible, to remove from 
them the stigma of being schools solely for 
the laborjng clagses. Furthermore, the union 
of the vocational and the regular schools 
under one ‘administration would maké surer 


the training for citizenship and general ine | 


telligence which should belong to all vo- 
cational gaining. | 


Need Great Public Interest. 

„Finally the regular public schools need 
the great popular interest which is now im- 
pelling the vocational education movement. 
The public school system is good in propor- 
tion as it holds the respect and interest of all 
classes of people.“ 

The committee’s bill presents two impor- 
tant features not found in the other bills: 

It puts a definite responsfbility on the 
state authorities to investigate, to aid in 
he introduction of, and to foster voca- 

tional education. 3 

It permits loca} communities to estab- 
lish either voluntary or compulsory day 
continuation schools. In other words, it 
is permissive in its nature, leaving the 
feature of compulsion optional with the 
local community. 

Like the Cooley bill, the City elub program 
allows for a commission on vocational ed- 
ucation,’’ made up of the state superintend- 
ent ex officio and six other members, two 
of them experienced educators, two employ- 
ers, and two skilled? cultural, commer- 
cial, or industrial. employés. They are to 
be paid $10 a day for actual service and their 

traveling expenses. 

Vocational courses must be established in 
any. district on petition of 10 per cent of the 
legal voters. Moreover, each locality may 
have an advisory committee to suggest pure-

The success of the journal- 


ist Hes not in writing as other people have

how much a week he is getting, and how soon 
he can be stolen from his office.” 

This is part of the definition of journalism 
given by Dr. eee Williams, head of the 
Pulltser school of journalism of Columbia.

Teachers of Journalism. 

The conference of about twenty-five m- 
structors from colleges and universities giv- 
ing courses in journalism is attempting to 
solves the question of how best to teach 
journalism.

Students dt journalism should be pre 
pared in the work of expression,” said Mr. 
Williams, rather than in the art of expres- 
sion. In journaligm the capacity to produce 
euch stories rests on what one knows and ts 
able to feel and the stimulus of the event or 
issue which seeme to awaken all dormant 
and forgotten knowledge as if it were a 
trumpet. It is out of this double chain of 
factors, on the reservoir of information and 
experience and the electrical touch of tha 
actual just as it has happened that the good 
newepaper article comes. And it must be 
immediately described or the freshness will 
be lost. 

“Training in journalism must look to the 
conditions under whica the journalist is led to 
write. He writes not because he is interested 
in the subject but because the public is in- 
terested in it. Early in my experience in 
newspaper work I was a ta cover 
All of 
my oollege training wae of no use to me in 
writing that story. Two volumes on the 
prize ring which I had read gave me the In- 
formation I desire.

Café waiters supply it for $8 a gram after 
the drug etores closed: It costs from 80 cents 
to $1 a gram when the stores are open dur- 
ing the day. 

But cocaine is always accessible to those 
who know the ropes. A light ts Kept {n a cor- 
ner window all night. If a pebbie is thrown 
against the window a biseult will descend. 
The money ie placed in thigand the basket 10 
drawn up. Then it is lowered again with the 
equivalent of the money in cocaine. 


Victims Show Speed Craze. 

Continuous use of cocaine, says the report, 
seems to give a love for Speed., and as a 
result the victims of the habit take long 
drives in taxicabs, for which they are un- 
able to pay. They are arrested and taken 
to a police court, where they are discharged 
on the ground that they are irresponsibie, 
and are sent to Sainte Anne’s. 

Dr. Vinchon.thinks the babit is greatly a 
matter of “snobbery,” but money and heart 
troubles are responsible for much of the 
use of the drug im the long, dull afternoon 
hours, when the Montmartre cafés are al- 
most @eserted.

week investigated the newly announced dis- 


covery of an actual cure for tubercuiceis, 
If the history of the cases and the testimony 
of persons who say they were cured may be 
trusted, it seems, at least to a layman who 
had much experience in the great consump- 


tion camps of Arizona and California, that 


Dr. Friedrich Franz Friedman, a Berlin 
physician, after a decade of experimenting, 
finally has solved the problem. 

Where Dr. Koch failed, it seers Ake 
Dr. Friedman has given to the world a de- 
stroyer of the white scourge which such men 
as Prof. Schleich of the Virchow hospita! 
declare will mark one of the greatest epochs 
in the history of medicine. 

The correspondent visited and interrogated 
numerous patients who had deen treated for 
tuberculosis, including pulmonary throat 
trouble and glandular and knee bone tuber- 
cuicsia. These patients ah asserted they 
hed been cured after one té three injections 
of the serum. Several of tl ese cases of bone 
tuberoulogis were of long standing. which 
showed ecars where once there had been 
ugly running sores which btealed up in a few 
weeks. In two of these cages amputation 
had failed to cure. 


Cures Child’s Crippled Knee. 

In the course of the investigation the cor- 
respondem visited a Door working family 
whose child had not walked in four months 
owing to tuberculosis of the knee and also 
of the lungs. The child received an injection 
of the serum seven Weeks ago and ts now able 
to run and dance. 

Another case was that of a young man 
whom amputation of a limb had failed to 
cure. The doctors declared that amputation 
of the leg at the hip was necessary, but the 
young man was cured in less than three 
months by the use of the serum, according to 
statements made by himself and his mother. 

The correspondent also talked with the 
father of two children, both of whom had 
been suffering from bone tuberculosis. One 
was cured by Dr. Friedman in six weeks 
The other has been under treatment By ons 


| of Berlin's most famous specialists for seven 


months. The specialist has now asked Dr. 
Friedman to take the case. 


Last Stages Still Tesureble, 

While some of these Cases seem to a lay - 
man to be little short of miraculous, Dr. 
Friedman does not Claim that his discovery 
win cure hopeless cases or the third stage 
of the disease. and strongly turns people 
against building hopes for any such results.

WR of grand opera leaves the ccnviction that the Ch. 
cago company is a stronger organization today than t was 
last season and that it has made great advances over the 
standards represented two years ago, when its forces were 
first assembled. Of the significant artists who assisted at the 
' inauguration of Chicago's permanent opera the most important 
have been retained. True, Mise Garden has lingered overlong in 
Paris, where she has been singing at both opera houses, something 
that has never been before in the history of the art in France; 
and while we miss her, it is impossible to begrudge her this great 
honor. Mr, too, has left us to return to his many Admirers. 
in South America, and the music lovers of the Latin blics 
are therefore to be congratulated. 


But the remarkable group of French artists who first ae 
quainted Chicago with a phase of opera. we since then have 


learned to love is still unbroken. This fact is mentioned here 


that the public may be assured of the joys which the season holds 
In store.

On the oiler hand, the repetition 
of significant melodic phrases with the intention of accentuating 
the action is an Italian device as old as Verdi's 
implies no symphonic development, which the Italian resents be- 
cause of its retarding influence upon the dramatic movement as 
well as for the reason that Italian melody, born ever of the irre- 
sistible impulse to song, is not suited to such treatment. When 
the Italian wishes to give his melodies orchestral elaboration he 
writes an intermezzo. Not a blatant piece of banality such as 
Mascagni has fitted so appropriately into the melodie eruption of 
his “ Cavalleria,” but some richly colored, fervent, and appealing 
study in orchestral song such as Puccini has writen as preface to 


the third act of Manon.“ 


te Manon Defines Latin en 


Considering Manon” in the light of Italian Meals, it is easy 
to understand its hold upon Puccini’s fellow countrymen, After 
Verdi, it is the first and the last opera.to reaffirm those ideals. 
It assures Italians that their school will live and will advance 
according to the tenets of their national artistic creed. It ab- 
solves them from the constant ‘reproach of copying German 
and French methods. It 1s a symbol of their artistic indé- 


pendence. 

Having thus presented the Italian. side of the argument, let 
us view the opera, for a moment, through Teutonic spectacles. 
It is not necessary to look long at the work from this angle, 
for the musician of German training and ideals is accustomed 
to dismiss all of Puccini’s art contemptuously as the work of 
an amateur. This sweeping indictment is based apon hig later 
works rather than upon “Manon.” For the German sees in 
the intermittent recurrence of motifs a technically unskillful 
effort at Wagnerian methods. He admits that Puccini has many 
ideas of genuine beauty but protests that every amateur may 
have good ideas and that he only proves himself lacking i» 
the technical resource of the musician when be attempts tv 
develop them. 

American musical taste lies somewhere between these two 
extremes, with a possible leaning toward what the German 
would call the preference of the amateur. Therefore it will 
de interesting to note how Manon fares with the American 
public. Of the Verdi operas upon which it is based in mg 
only “Alda” has kept a strong hold upon the affections - 
American music lovers. “Otello” and Falstaff,“ the. * 
complete examples of Italian operatic ideals carried to their 
logical conclusion, have never achieved the approval of the 
American public. Will Manon bring these ideals close 
enough to the comprehension of the amateur to Win success? 

This is putting the question from the Tentonic viewpoint 
and is not just either to the public or to the opera. Otello” 
does not reach the American public because it fs only half 
perceived. The action and the music constantly turn upon 
the dialogue of Otello and Iago, which, of course, is lost to 
English speaking audiences. Hence even the significance 
the music is unappreciated and the public finds the opera dull.

Idea Likely to Be Put Inte Execution 
J Next Summer.

According to plans formulated by boat n- 
ers of the Chicago Yacht clun, the next tong 
distance cruising race of that organization 
will be patterned along entirely new lines. 
If the scheme is carried out, which seems 
Iikely, the distance of the race will total 
nearly 700 miles, while there will be included 
a socialibility cruise that will attract own- 
ers of steam yechts and power boats as 
well as those of windjammers.“ 

The plan was unfolded by Dr. Willlam L.

Australians Beaten in Interna- 
tional: Match at Melbourne. 


PARKE’S WIN SETTLES IT, 


America May Send Team After the 
Famous Trophy. 


MELBOURNB, Nov. 90.—England today 
won the title to the Davis cup, emblematic of 
the world’s championship in lawn tennis, by 
wininng a third match from the Australasian 
defenders.

Parke and Charles P. Dixon of Eygiand de- 
feated Norman Brookes and RI Heath of 
Austraiesia in the first two singte matches. 

This left the contest à fairly open one, as it 
was thought the Australasiang might re- 
trieve their fortunes and in the last two sin- 
gies matches carry off the wetory. Their 
hopes, however, were disappointed, ae Parke 
again won his maten, this time beating 
Heath, Australasia. 

The second watch, between Brookes and 
Dixon, went to the Australasian, leaving the 
final score: England. three matches; Austra-

In Canada, 
Where harness -horees. are scarce, it is the 
custom to make fast class races open to trot- 
ters and pacers alike, and after the 2:20 
mark is passed almost all the events are free 
for all and go as you please, the pacers that 
need hopples being welcome to them.

Sometimes he is sent 
out merely to investigate and this requires 
great tact to prevent the person unger’ sur- 
veillance from feeling offended. 

The fleld man must be able to fudge stock 
by casual glances while conversing with the 
dealer. He must not only be as well posted 
on the line of stock the firm handles as the 
regular salesman, but he must have some 


idea of the price of all kinds of goods, in the

event of being sent out to look over a depart- 
ment store. This knowledge of values ts 


necessary in making a report of stock, or if 


called upon to dispose of it. 

He must be a good mixer and be able to 
work himself into the good graces of men 
ranging from the banker and lawyer to the 
teamé@ter and wagon boy... If the man under 
investigation is intlined-to de reticent he 
must be able to induce him to talk. Ability 
to read character is neceseary, and what is 
more, he must have a working knowledge 
of the commercial law governing estates.

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me when I say that the greatest Christmas 
problem is, for the unmarried friend to se- 
lect something for a new baby. It isn’t 
such a task when the child is past the firat 
year, because then it is always ready to 
accept a new toy of any kind, but a er 
child doesn’t know what it is to play, and 
wouldn't know what to do with a toy if it 
had one. 

So the friends are limited to clothing. 
But what? It isn’t easy to know, when 
one is unmerried and perheps hae never 
had a small nister or brother, or even played 
the part of an aunt. But I hope that I 
can help you, at least in the selection. of 
things that you can make, and the shop- 
‘keeper can help you at the other kind of 
gifts. 

Couch covers and little quilts are elways 
acceptable, papecially the dainty ones that 
look go pretty over the top of a baby’s 
cart or crib, Hiderdown always makes a 
good looking cover for baby, either in white, 
pale blue, or pink, or perhaps combining 
a pale colored satin with the white eider- 
down and using the former for the lining, 
too. A good size for babies’ coveriets is 
about a yard long and twenty-six or seven 


Inches wide. Of course, you may vary from 


this. measure if you like, because some peo- 
ple prefer square ones, so it is just a mat- 


ter of taste; and then, too, if it is to be 


for. a crib it will naturally bea trifle larger 
than one t is 3 for a go-cart. 


How to Make ¢ a Warm Cover. 

If you are an tous to have a warm cover 
you can put a sheet of cotton between the 
eiderdown and the Unit. but I am sure 
that you will find sufficient warmth in just 
the one layer of eiderdown with the lining 
in the back. The eiderdown should be cut 
the length and width of the finished cover, 
then, laying that upon the lining, ‘cut the 
latter, allow two inches all around, if the 
lining is not wide enough to do this, puta 
seam down the center of it, just making 4 
plain seam and pressing it open. 

If there is to be a layer of cotton between 
the eiderdown and the lining thet will have 
to be cut before the Mning, and I am sure 
that you would find it simpler in the end if 
you haste it carefully to the eiderdown, not 
merely all around, but two or three rows 
through the center. 

After the lining hap Been cut baste it to 
the eiderdown, quite close to the edge, turn 
the extra two inches of the Mning over the 
edge of the other material, making it like 
a hem to give 4 finish. The corners will 
have to be mitered; thet is, making a diag- 
onal seam that will go from the outside 
point to the point at the corner of the inelde 
square, cutting the angle at the corner in 
half. 

Perhaps the easiest way, would be to 
told the corner until you find the creases 
for the diagonal seam, then cut off the 
extra material, kaving about a quarter of 
an inch for the seam, and sew the edges to- 
gether. It will be a matter of choice as ta 
how the trimming formed by the lining 
will be sewed to the cover—merely hemmed, 
feather stitched, tacked. with a row of 
French knote, er you might even use a 
biGnket stitch or large buttenholing.

Tuft Quilt with Silk or Worsted. 

After the lining has been put on in the way 
you have decided upon I think thet R would 
be best to tuft the quit with either am or 
worsted to match the lining. It ipeapeciaily 
pretty to use white elderdown lined with 


either a pale pink or a pals biue sattn which 


will form the two inch border around the 
edge and then tufted with either the blue or 
pink. 

When: Going thie latter I think thet ne 
sufficient to merely lay it upog a tadle, al- 
though our grandmothers used a quilting 
frame, but babies" covers are small and not 
hard to handle upon a table. 

Thread a darning needle with efther 4 
or worsted and bring the two ends together 
to use it double (it is unnecessary to knot 
it), then take a stitch in the center of the 
cover, catching the elderdown, lining, and 
padding, if there is any, and draw the 
thread through, leaving an end of about two 
or three inches to be made into a double 
knot. - Them the ends may be cut off about 
a halt inch from the knot.. The tufting may 
be put in in any design you please, Just to 
cover the top, making them three Inches 
apart, or putting them in small groups of 
four to form a diamond, or groupe of three 
in a triangle, or any idea that you may heve. 
You may find it easiest to measure off the 
space at first, putting the ino in the places, 
and make sure thet K is even before at-

To the light minded this letter may be 


amusing, but to one who reads between the 


lines of who knows anything of conditions 
in the Philippines it rings with true pathos 
and e@xpresses man’s instinctive desire for 
a home and hig own vine and fig tree. 
Judge Albert McCabe of the Court of First 
Instanes of the province of Negros, who has 
lived in the Philippines for twelve years, 
has this to say on the subject: “The only 
possible Objection that could be reasonab!; 
made to young man seeking his fortune in 
the Philippines is the fact that by going 
there be practically cuts himself of trum 
young women of hie kind,” And he added, 
“To my mind the young American men who 
are making good in the Philippines are the 
most splendid exainples of manhood to be 
found in the world, as our American girls 
are the finest women on earth, and to me it 
is deplorable that from seven to ten thou- 
sand miles of land and water should sepa- 
rate them and prevent marriage betweea

ants is practically nothing, as they do not 
care for American dishes and live on rice, 
fish, and native foods. 


Many American men have each a per 


sonal servant, a man or a boy, who acts as 
valet, messenger boy, and general factotum. 
The male Filipino takes readily to personal 
service, and soon becomes a very satisfactory 
adjunct, especially as he is careful to keep 
the bachelor’s buttons sewed on and bis 
clothing in good condition. 

One young man who lives with three 
others in.a large house in Negros province, 
going by chance into the kitchen one even 
ing, found eleven native servants there. He 


was surprised at the number, but on count- . 


ing up discovered that they all belonged on 
the premises. 
As to the cost of ‘living, in some ways it 


is high. Fer instance, fi Bacol.d and other 
towns equally distant from the center of 
supplies, butter is $1 a pound. Meat is very 
expensive, a great portion of the fresh meat 
being imported from Australia, which is an 
eleven days’ trip. As a result, canned meats 
are consumed in large quantities, and canned 
milk and canned vegetables are also in great 
demand. Delicious fruits and excellent fish 
abound and can be bought for practically 
nothing. 

Ice is a rare luxury, but there is an ice 
factory at Iloilo, on the island of Papay, 
which is a great blessing to many commu- 
nities which are in touch with it by regular 
steamer lines. ‘The empty refrigerator goes 


to Lloilo, where it is packed with ice, butter, 


meat, and other perishable foods, enough to 
last for half the week. It is then taken back 
to Bacolod and is exchanged for the other 
refrigerator, which in turn goes to be filled 
at Iloilo. But the possibility of such a well 


‘stocked commissary exists only at points 


which are in direct connection with regular 
steamer lines, and the probabilities are that 
a great number of the aforementioned 5,000 
young men are in remote and inconvenient 
places; where ice, butter, etc., ate undreamed 
of tuxuries.

Island Life Has Its Hardships. 

One young man in the government service 
tells some hard luck stories of the rations 
to be found in the interior. He, on horse. 
back, and accompanied only by his man, has 
visited parts of the islands where no cther 
American has set foot, and where he has 
been obliged to stop at native houses, io 
which the diet is a monotonous round of 
goat meat, rice, eggs, and bananas, eaten.

he French language is now popular with the Germans; there 
are miany who speak it with as much ease as their own tongue.

is because French has always been considered the court language, or 


the diplomatic tongue of Europe. In the days of Louis XIV. move 
French was heard at the German royal court than the mother tongue 


When the great French philosopher Voltaire was exiled from France 
he spent several years at the court of Frederick the Great at Potsdam. 


taking of Alsace-Lorraine, ‘which was French territory, also 
bas popularized the French language in Germany. Many of these 
old families have a strange affection for. their native tongue, though 


any officer or soldier can be arrested if heard speaking in French. 


The Emperor of Germany would lke to bring the French laa- 
guage into disuse, as far as his people are concerned, but he still con- 
cedes its ubefuiness. in business and for diplomatic purposes. Instead 
of forbidding the schools teaching it, he has had it put on the same 
basis as the English language, giving orders that they shall be con- 
sidered of equal importance. 

Next to the “fatherland” nothing means so much to the Ger- 
mans- as knowledge, especially ‘scientific knowledge. In the last fifty 


| years. the great German scholars have had their eyes wide open t» 
the experiments and discoveries in the laboratories of Paris. Their 
interest und enthusiasm was first aroused by Pasteur’s important work 


with antitoxins as a cure for rabies. 
Such German scientists as Koch and Behring have followed the work 


ot Metchnikoff and the Curies with as much delight as if they were 


Germans he in. their own laboratories.

Rivalry in Autos and Aeroplanes. 


The German, people have become deeply interested in mechanics 
in the last twenty-four years, as shown by the fact that during the 
last quarter éf a century they have made more progress in this line 
than any other nation in Europe. Therefore, when French mechanics 
took to making automobiles the wealthy Germans commenced buying 
French cars, and many of the best French cars were sent to Ger- 
many. To check this trade the emperor at once took an interest i: 
motor cars and uses them daily. His garages are filled with more 
than‘a dozen handsome machines, all of German manufacture. 

The same thing happened with the aeroplane when Blexiot and a 
number of other French mechanics commenced to experiment. The 
Germans were ‘the first people to show an active interest in their 
work. The Empérot of Germany saw this and ordered the buying 
of Wright aeroplanes for the army. 

The German ruler believes he is well informed on many subjects, 
and one of these is fashions. He usually accompanies his wife on 
ber shopping tours, whether they are selecting hats and gowns at 
home or abroad. Before entering a strange shop he is sure to ask 
the important question, “Is: this a Gefman, a Viennese, or a French 
shop?” If by any chance he makes a mistake, a hasty apology 1s 
made and they hurry elsewhere. The-empress always wears gowns 
that are made in Berlin or Vienna. If a French shopkeeper should 
offer her the handsomest gown made in Paris for a present she could 
not take it, fearing that it would displease her royal spouse. 

The only difference the Emperor of Germany ever had with his 
charming daughter-in-law, the Crown Princess Cecelia, was because 
she insisted on getting a large part of her trousseau in Paris instead 
of in Germany. She showed such determination on this point that 
royal gossip said that her romantic courtship might come to an abrupt 
ending. Since she is married she has learned to value her father-in- 
law’s better judgment in these matters, and secures ber clothes in 
Berlin and in Vienna.

OUR UNPREPAREDNESS FOR 


_ DEFENSE. | 
Adjt. Gen. Greene of the [linols na- 


on a subject which ie very frequently die- 
cussed in these columms and which THE 
TRIBUNE respectfully urges upon public at- 


| tention as of dangerously neglected yet vital 


importance—our military unpreparedness. 

'. Col, Greene's remarks cite facts already 
presented editorially and views reiterated 
by Tun Trisunz. But as coming from a 
man especially informed, Col. Greene's re- 
marks are reproduced here with cordial 
agreement. 

~ Oonceding the effectiveness of our fleet 
amd coast, or rather harbor, defenses, Col. 
Greene says: 

“The important harbors are ar RS 80 
that it would be extremely improbable that 
a hostile fleet could penetrate them: nothing. 
however, but a victorious navy could prevent 
a strong maritime hostile power landing 
troops on our shores at numberless points 
on the coast, out of range of guns mounted 
at commercial harbors; and, once landed 
in force, only an available mobile army can 
prevent the enemy from marching up in reac 
of the harbor forts and cities and capturing 
them with little or no resistance. These 
forte are not designed or armed to with- 
stand an attack from the land. 

„We have in the United States proper, 

and ecattered over its whole length and 
breadth, twenty-two regiments of regular in- 
fantry, twelve of cavalry, four and one-ha 
of field artillery, and a few companies of 
engineers and signe! corps, aggregating not 
to excede 35,000 men. About one-third of 
the mobile army is in the Philippines, . 
Hawall, Alaska, Porto Rico, and Panama. 
We have no organized divisions or brigades, 
only independent regiments. During peace 
the war ent bas no means for assem- 
bling general organizations. 
_ @ Although the general staff has many 
plans for many contingencies, the organiza- 
tion of field armies, divisions, and brigades, 
including selection of suitable commanders 
and detailing necessary staff officers, to- 
gether with the vital matters of transport, 
supply, and administration, hospitals for 
the sick and wounded, and the endless list of 
eimilar. necessary duties must all e 
outbreak of hostilities. 

“ Existing law makes the organized units 
of the militia—the national guard—eubject 


press insurrection and to repel invasion. 
When called into United States service it is 
assigned to and becomes part of the first 
line with the regulars. The national guard 
is national only in name; it consists of 
forty-nine small independent armies, aggre- 
gating about 120,000 men, organized by 
forty-seven states, the District of Columbia, 

and the territory of Ha wall (Nevada hag 
none), under laws and regulations in no two 
states alike and all different from those of 
the United States, except that they must be 
“ organized, armed, and equipped the same 
as the army of the United States,” in order 
to participate in the United States appro- 
priations. It never will be national or reach 
its possible efficiency until it Is really main- 
tained, administered, and controlled by the 
nation and ceases to bea patchwork army. a 
mosaic of forty-nine pieces of different sizes, 
proportions, and materials. 

“If it ever becomes necessary te repel 
tnvasion we will have little warning. Forma] 
‘declarations of war are ne longer in 
vogue. The intended place of debarking 
an army would certainly not be known, but 
if we guessed at the most probable it would 
take a fortnight or more to concentrate half 
che national guard and two-thirds the army 
serving in the states at that point, and when. 
so concentrated it is merely a cdllection ot 
regiments, batteries, and Nee 
ganized army.

Just now, with Europe on the verge of 
a general war, our own unpreparedness for 
self-defense ought to come home to the 
nation. War for us is, happily, improbable. 
But we were at war fifteen years ago, and 
have been on the brink of it once since. Mili- 
tagy preparedness is insurance against the 
possible. Now we are spending a hundred 
millions a year on the army and a hundred 
and a quarter on the navy,.and yet are not 
prepared, because we spend. a good part of 
this huge sum ineffectively, in spite of the 
prayere of the best men in the service. 


THE SAFE CHRISTMAS. 

Secretary Weddell of the fire insurance 
underwriters’ committee on publicity and 
education puts in a timely plea for a safe and 
sane Christmas. He says that flremen still 
look forward to a run of Christmas tree 
fires just as they used to anticipate perpetual 
alarms before the sane Fourth was won. 
Property is destroyed and lives lost because 
of failure to take proper precautions in 
Christmas celebrations. At holiday time, 
says Secretary Weddell, parents who try 
to keep their children free from evep the 
possibility of danger will install in the heart 
of their homes, where it is sure to be the 
center of attraction for the little ones, the 
most inflammable thing that ever enters it 
—the ordinary evergreen Christmas tree. 
While it grows more dry- and ‘dangerous 
in the warm rooms they drape it with cotton 
for snow, tissue paper loops and tifiee! for 
decorations, stick candles all over it, Bang 
up toys that every child will grab for, and 
then trust to luck and Providence for safety 
from a bazard that may prove as dangerous 
and as deadly as a rattlesnake or an open 
keg of gunpowder. Just to play fair and 
take his share of the chances paterfamilias 
often surrounds himeelf with pillowe, puts on 
cotton hair and whiskers and makes himself 
more of a menace than a help in case a fire 
should start. And fires do start, thousands 
of them, every holiday season.” 

Many people cannot adopt Secretary Wed- 
dell's suggestions—to use electric lights in- 


stead of candles, asbestos instead of cotton, | 


amd other noninflammable decorations in- 
stead of combustible ones. But every one 
can reduce the dangerous conditions a good 
deal by taking thought and exercising espe- 
cial care. It will save many 4 sad anti- 
climax to Christmas good cheer. 


A CITY MANAGER. 

Under the impulse of the commission gov- 
ernment movement the smaller cities of the 
United Statas are moving forward toward 
| expert government. 

One of the most interesting and cake: 
cant evidences of this is the plan adopted 
hy the emall city of Sumter, in South Caro- 
Una. Sumer’ elects. three commissioners 
from its citizens, Who make up a board of 
directors, so to speak, of the corporation. 
This board selects and is responsible for an 
expert executive corresponding to the pres- 
ident of a corporation. The commigsioners 
give only a part of their time to the city. 
The city manager takes full control of all 
the departments. K 

In this way a small city, which cannot af- 
ford three or more high salaried officials, is 
able to have one expert executive well paid. 

Sumter in advertising for her expert says: 

“A eplendid opportunity for the right 
man to make a record in a new and coming 
profession, as this is the first time that a 
permanent charter position of sort has 
been created in the United States.” 

Staunton, Va., has a city manager, but 
only by the voluntary assignment to him of

- , TUMORS. 

» HAT is atumor? This has 40 te 
been a difficult question. Every- 
body knows the ordinary superti- 
cial appearance of a tumor—knows 

| one when he sees but when he 

is asked what is a tumor; he would probably 
have to answer, Why, a tumor is—a tumor. 

What is the essential difference between 

the growths called tumors and growths and 

swellings that go by other names? In an- 


out. The one, the mass of growing tissue 
feeds on the body but does no part of the 
body work. The other, the growing mass 
seems to have no limit placed on its growth. 

First, let us think about the first of these 
principles. The body is a commonwealth. 
very tissue in that community has ita 
work to de and the amount of food distribut- 
ed to it is automatically determined by the 

‘amount of its work, The blood vessels come 
to ha ve a size and arrangement that makes 
it possible to carry the amount of food re- 
quired, but as the amount of work varies, 
and, therefore, the amount of food must 
vary, the blood vessels are provided with 
muscles and nerves whose work it is mo- 
mentarily to regulate, ipcrease, or decrease 
the amount of blood going to the organ. 

— 

These things are worked out with scientific 
exactness and on the most approved basis of 
community life. It will be centuries before 
social commonwealths come to have the 
scientific adjustment that has always pre- 
vailed in the commonwealth called the hu- 
man body. In society we develop groups of 
parasites called paupers or criminals. In 
the human body we develop similar groups 
of parasites Sheng on the body and doing 
no part of the body work, and we call them 
tumors. 

Some of these parasites are harmless fel- 
lows in a certain sense, They are drones in 
the hive. They eat but they do no work. At 
most they get in the way. In these passive 
ways they may indirectly do great harm, 
and they may even terminate life. For in- 
stance, a fibroid tumor—and there are none 
more harmless—may grow in the windpipe 
and cause suffocation, or it may grow in the 
uterus and cause a woman to bleed to death. 

Pursuing the parallel, a harmless para- 
sitic tramp may, as innocently, if you please, 
become infected with smalipox and spread it 
over a good part of a state. Such an un- 
usual occurrence has no bearing on the 

main point. 


paupers, such by inheritance or whose status 
is fixed and unchangeable,.are not expected 
to do much harm. They are parasites, but, 
until community life has been developed 
much beyond its present point, society must 
make provision for the care of such burdens. 

Along this line it is possible to distinguish 
between benign and malignant tumors. The 
pauper is content to be carried by society, 
but toward it he bears no ili will. Hedraws 
upon the thrift of others insofar as his 
needs demand, but he has no quarrel with the 
thrift of any man. 

The criminal takes a different view of the 
rights of property, life, and liberty. He is 
supported .by the thriftier members of so- 
ciety—yes. He contributes nothing to so- 
ciety. He is free to do whathe wants. This 
freedom grows out of the fact that the a ver- 
age man, in faet the great majority of m 
respect the rights of » which results in 
all law and custom being based on the idea 
that men want to be fair with thelr fellows. 
Liberty, therefore, becomes wise and proper.

. The criminal in the exercise of his liberty 
4g. a‘ perasite upon the general liberty guar- 
anteed by the law. So far, he is at one 
with the fixed pauper. _Where he becomes 
different is that he is au active enemy of 
eociety, whereas the pauper is a passive 
enemy. He is not only a parasite on thrift 
but he is an enemy of thrift. 

A fibroid tumor is content to draw its sus- 
tenance from the body and contribute noth- 
ing, and there the matte ends. A cancerous 
tumor Is a parasite, contributes nothing to 
the work of the body, and, in addition, pours 
into the tissues substanres which are harm- 
ful. Like the criminal! and unlike the tramp, 
it is anti-social and wduld destroy that on 
which it has been sponging. 

The second principle is that tumors seem 
to have no limit placed on their growth. The 

tendency to automatic limitation of growth 
by. the ordinary tissues is one of the wonders 
that are as nonunderstandable as electricity. 
We know what electricity willdo, what laws 
it conforms to, but no man knows what elec- 


tricity is.

We know that a certain ¢ell in the human 
embryo will start out to make an arm, that 
it will multiply and itz successors will de- 
velop until a certain size and contour is at- 
tained and there growth will stop. .Wesay 
there is an inherited growth impulse which 
carries about so far, and, its length having 
been reached, the impulse automatically 
ceases. While this states the scientific fact 
it explains nothing. It leaves us no nearer 
an explanation than when we began. .. 

In normal tissues the impulse to grow is 
in relation to all the other tissues. The two 
arms grow. to the same length and stop, the 
two-sides of the face develop evenly—every- 
thing fits in about right. In tumors the tis- 
sues destined to form the tumor pitch in and 

grow and continue growing without any rela- 
tion to anything except the amount of food 
they can get. At times, even a portion of 
a tumor will break down because the cells, 
needing food, have grown faster than the 
blood vessels supplying fdod. Outside of 
the food feature 1 is no automatle limita- 
tion on the growth t tomar tiasue. 


Society has not done much in the cure of 
its pauper and crime diseases. When we 
suspect a man to be an active or passive 
enemy of society we first diagnose his ease 
in some instances by what is termed a jury 
trial, and we then cut him out of society by 
placing him in.a poorhouge, an insane asy- 
jum, a home, or a prison, dependent upon 
what seems to be the best method for society 
to protect itself against that particular 
enemy. That is about as far as the science 
ot community life has been developed.

early. So far as late cases are concerned, 
every surgeon in the land would be happy 
if he were never called upon to operate on 
them. They advise against operation ‘n 
such cases, hold out no hope for ultimate 
favorable results, and are generally per- 
suaded to perform such operations against 
their judgment. 

If, somehow, the public could be eucated 
to have tumors inquired into when they first 
appear, cancers would come to operation in 
their curable stages, for cancer ls like con- 
sumption—curable in its early stages but 
incurable or nearly so in the later ones. The 
cancers that appear on the parts of the body 
that are under observation or are easily 
made so are often cured now. 

— 

The significance of a cough that holds on, 
of a little fever in the afternoon, of a little 
fatigue and tire, the significance of these 
symptoms have been learned by à million 
people within the last ten years, and, in con- 
sequence, consumption is being diagnosed 
in its curable stages. 
of the committee appointed at New York 
will be to teach the public the meaning of 
early signs of cancer. - Another part of its 
work will be to keep alive public interest in 
this subject until a way will be found to 
escape the present perplexities of the cancer 
problem. 

Statistics show that the number of deaths 
from cancer is rising. I have not analyzed 
the figures closely enough to form an opin- 
jon as to whether the increase in cancer 
mortality is wholly due to the increasing 
age at death or not. It may be that, like 
Bright’s disease, the rate of increase is dis- 
proportionately greater than the increase in 
the number who live to reach fhe cancer age.

Davenport in his chapter on the Inherit- 
ance of Family Traits—subdivision—Cancer 
and Tomor—esays: : 

“ The question is are there human strains 
that are easily and others with difficulty in- 
oculable? The whole question is compli- 
cated, as cancer is a disease of middle or 
later life. Thus, in the census of 1900, we 
find that the heavy incidence of cancer oc- 
curs between 40 and 80 years (84.4 per cent.) 
The very high death rates are from 50 to 70 
years. 

“The answer to the question of heredity 
of cancer is to be found in a careful analysis 
and comparison of individual families. One 
then sees in many families no deaths from 
cancer among ten to twenty persons dying 
at cancer age, while in other families there 
wil! be even four deaths from cancer amongst 
those dying at cancerage. Such questions 
as these are suggestive of the many and 
varied porate of the at a problem.“

Before sending the $5, insignificant though 
the amount may be, I would recommend the 
recipients of these circulars—for they are 
nothing more—to. make some investigation 
about the.soclety, and especially about the 
Vicomte de Farie,. whose name appears as 
its president. 

Above all, they would do well to find out ff 
this particular Vicomte de Faria is the man 
ot the same name who some fifteen or eight- 
een, years ago was convicted in Paris of 
stealing money and jewels from Leonide 
Leblanc, one of the most famous demi- 
mondaines of the day, renowned for her 
wealth, for the high station of her protectors, 
and for her marvelous collections of art sub- 
jects and of rare books. 


The Vicomte de Faria had on repeated oc- 
casions been assisted by her with money. 
Indeed, she had been generosity itself to him. 
When, therefore, she and her maid caught 
sight of him, through a chance refiection in 
the looking glass, stealing some bank notes 
and a couple of valuable rings from her drese- 
ing table she was so indignant that before he 
left the house she brought a commissary of 
police suddenly upon the scene and caused 
the vicomte to be arrested, the valuables 
being found in his pockets. 

He was tried and convicted, the affair cre- 
ating so great a scandal and sensation by 
reason of the position of hig father, the 
Comte de Faria, who was at the time the 
consul general of Portugal in Paris, that 
the family moved away, the comte secur- 
ing his transfer to the Argentine republic 
as minister at Buenos Alres. 

Some time previously the Vicomte de Faria 
had achieved unenviable notoriety by an off 
matrimonial imbrogiio. He had married 
civilly before the mayor the daughter of rich: 
parents’ on the understanding that they 
would make her a large allowance. This 
they were prepared to do. But after the 
civil. ceremony ‘the vicomte suddenly deter- 
mined he must have a large sum down to 
pay his debts. This his wife's parents re- 
fused to advance. Accordingly he declined 
to go on with the marriage or to appear at 
the religious ceremony, and the wedding had 
to be put off.. The bride had the good tense 
to dry her tears and to determine that she 
would have nothing more to do with such 
a husband. and in due course she obtained 
an annulment of the civil ceremony. 

These were by no means the only scandals 
in which the Vieomte de Faria was involved, 
and they brought so much déshonor and no- 
toriety to the name of De Faria that his 
father was eventually obliged to leave the 
diplomatic service of Portugal. It will there- 
fore be seen that the Société Academique 
é’Histoire Internationale,” which is utterly 
without. any official standing and a purely 
private concern, and especially its president. 
the Vicomte de Faria, should be subjected to 
careful inquiry before any responsible per- 
son allows his name to be enrolled among 

members and confides to it either his 
signature or his $5.

HE forty-first annual convention of the 
Nationa] American Woman Suffrage 
association just ended et Philadeiphia 
was one of the most important the 
organizatinn ever held. Great changes 
which wil] materially affect the policy and 
activities of the association for yeare were 
wrought at long sessions, during when the 
progressive spirit battled with the conserva- 
tive element of the old régime, gaining 
ground steadily, and finally winning a com- 
plete victory when the convention aut itself 
eb record for one ¢elegate. one vote,” and 
decided to discard the old constitetion with 
its many clauses and sections imprectical 
for modern needs. 

Little dia the delegates from the western 
staies, Illinois, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Minne- 
sota, who held an informal session in the 
Pullman en route to Philadelphia think that 
the influence of democratic principles and 
the strong protest against the autocratic rule 
of the eastern machine voiced at these pocket 
edition meetings would cause a split in the 
ranks of the powerful faction which hes 
controlled the association for years and 
finally swing the convention into line for 
broader principles than it has ever before 
indorsed. 

This victory could never have been won 
bad & not been for the strength, quick wit, 
fine intelligence, and splendid character of 
the western women. Several times when it 
wag apparent to all that the convention was 
about to vote against a progressive measure, 
Mies Jane Addams took the floor and ex- 
plained the great usefulness of democratic 

) and without exception the major- 
ity of the delegates responded to her appeal 
nne had not the florid, overstressful man- 
ner of Mise M. Carey Thomas, president of 
Bryn Mawr college, and, it is said, the dom- 
imant force in the eastern machine, but her 
quiet, womanty manner and clear reasoning 
proved more forceful and won her victory 
on every occasion.

Easterners Cling to Old Methods. 

When the eastern faction used old time 
methods for putting measures through, Mre.

Stewart, both excellent parliamentarians 
and quick witted women, by means of prov- 
mm te the convention at large the unjust 
principles underlying apparently fair meas- 
ures, influenced the delegates to vote against 
them and to stand for the reéstablishment of 
the democratic association. Frequently

the unsuspecting delegates to fall. : 

Complicated amendments intended to con-

finally awakened u sense of right and justice 
in the minds of the delegates. 

After the success of this first blow at the 
machine the delegates determined to have 
the provision for piural voting stricken um 
the constitution; and worked in earnest to 
Carry their point. A secret session was held 
where the section was discussed and argu- 
ments against it provided lor the delegates 
to use from the floor. Women who had be- 
gun to mistrust the divine right’ of a few 
suffragists to control the convention joined 
them, and spread the gospel of democracy 
among their own numbers with such success 
that when the matter was put to a vote, 
after a hard fight, the section was struck 
out.

Labor 


‘SAY ARBITRATION 
FAILS OF RESULTS 


Many Australians Despair of 
Reaching State of Indus- 
trial Peace. 


LABOR BREAKS OWN LAWS 


Awards Binding on Employers, 
but Do Not Always Keep 
Unions from Striking. 


BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL.D. 
MELBOURNE.-In labor's reply that 
unions do not hesitate to break the law when 
it suits their purpose, we have the key to the 
situation, dut no solution of the problem. 
Labor frankly admits that it breaks the 


capitalistic made law is no crime, for the law 
is vicious. And so it is that many declare 
arbitration is a failure. In that sense it has 
talled. And will, just so long as labor re- 
mains unsatisfied and so powerful that it 
can make good its threats. 

It is a clear cut class war; war between 
muscle and money. That war has entered 
upon its most startling phase. The signifi- 
Cance of the situation lies in the fact that. 
labor has evolved a new consciousness. | 

The man with the hoe has lost his nalvete. 
This must be accepted as a fact, and society 
must prepare to alter its old conceptiona, to 
conform to the new conditions. That is the 
only way to avoid what is otherwise an og 
evitably sanguinary struggle. 


Tabor Sees Need of Caution. | 

Labor itself is not unconscious of the dan- 
ger it runs if it moves too rapidly or ingor 
lently provokes public disapproval. Whether 
the world has produced a greater despot than 
labor might develop into we canrot yet 
know, until we have seen labor's hand. Even 
@-majority may produce a French revolu- 
tion. 

The warning contained in the following, 
from the non-political Bulletin of Sydney is. 
pertinent: | 

“The Australian Labor party came into 
existence immediately after the most crush- 
ing industrial defeat in our history. The 
great. maritime strike nad been waged and 
lost, and organized labor was at its lowest | 
ebb... Out of that defeat a new party arose, 
whose basic principles were: (1) Political 
equality, 2) social and economic reform by 
political and constitutional methods, (3) so- 
cial cotperation, to be secured by the exten- 
sion of the principle of the community as em- 
ployer. The enunciation of these principles 
struck a new note, and appealed to Austra- 
Han Democrats, irrespective of class or 
creed. \ 

Along these lines e eee 
has been made. Political power has deen 
secured over the whole commonwealth by 
a constitutional majority in both houses of 
the federal parliament, and the battle is 
still going on, with fluctuating fortunes in 
the various states. The Australian Labor 


monopoly and cofmervatism openly arrayed 
against it, but it has everything. to dread 
from reactionary and undemocratic upheav- 
als within its own ranks. 


General Strike Hurts 

“During the last two years a small, noisy, 
and persistent section has, at different pots, 
rushed into industrial warfare, armed with 
the discarded and obsolete weapons of the 
economic) stone age. The general strike 
boomerang is the favorite arm of this par- 
ticular section, and this erratic aboriginal 
weapon invariably inflicts terrific injury on 
its misguided users. 

In the recent South Australian elections 
the most deadly ammunition used by the 
Conservative party was a collection of ex- 
tracts from the wild orations of*divers trre- 
sponsible blatherskites during the last Ade- 
laide strike. The Brisbane folly, being in 
full swing, was of course of immense asgsist- 
ance to the Conservative party. 

„ When the rank and file of the politica) 
labor party clearly understand that democ- 
racy will tolerate neither the holdup of a com- 
munity by ignorant, muddle headed bounders 
posing as la bor leaders, nor the bludgeoning of 
citizens by licensed larrikins masquerading 
as special constables, they will have learned 
a much needed lesson. Meanwhile the great- 
est service that any man can render to the 
labor cause isto hammer home the truth that 
every advocate of the general strike lunacy, 
however apparently sincere, is at best mere- 
ly a brainless imbecile who ought to be in an 
idiot asylum.” 

I now present some opinions on arbitration 
as a failure. In each case it is evident that 
the opinion simply represents a point of view 
and is not to be regarded as the final word 
on the subject, or even as an unbiased word. 


Binding on Employers Only. 

First, from à political speech by a member 
of the New South Wales’ legislative assem- 
bly. Mr. Waddell said that as one of those 
who had supported compulsory arbitration 
he had ‘hoped that the price paid for the 
surrender of natural rights and liberty would 
have been compensated by industrial peace, 
but his expectations had not been realized. 
The large unions had flouted the law. It 
was now only a one sided agreement that 
could be made binding on employers only. 

He had reluctantly come to the conclusion 
that the compulsory arbitration act should 
be repealed and the state go back to the 
conditions that left the employé and the em- 
ploy er free to make their own agreement. 
Before unionism came there was good feel- 
ing between the employer and the employed 
and both were better off. The results of 
unionism had largely contributed to the in- 
creased cost of living, which outweighed 
any advantages through increased wages. 
The effect of making a hard and fast law 
that the employer must give a certain wage 
made that wage become the minimum and 
the maximum and placed the Idle waster on 
a plane with the conecientious, energetic, 
and capable worker. This result had a pow- 
erful influence in demoralizing the good men 
of the country and the section of workers 
less competent to work through increasing 
age or partial infirmity then the average 
man were squeezed out. The employer 
forced to pay an arbitrary wage naturally 
tried to select only the best men. 

The general result of unionism was to 
strangle that spirit of individuality and self- 
reliance that had made the country whet 
i was. 


Calls Arbitration a Curse. 

Mr. Harper of the parliament of western 
Australia calls arbitration a curse: 

“As in other states, our industries are 
janguishing becavee of the lack of popula- 
tion. But our need is perhaps the greatest 
ofall. We have a population of only 300,000, 
2 an area of 1,000,000 square miles. 
is almost unobtainable. We need 
artisans, farm hands, miners, domestic serv- 
ante, and, in fact, all classes of labor. 
Our liberal land laws, too, and our great 
stretches of undeveloped fertile country 
should attract farmers. But we must get a 
big accession to our population, and our chief 
need at present is workers.

Bringing on Industrial War. 

Ar. Wade, ex- member ot New South Wales 
and now leader of the opposition, at a recent 
political meeting said that the: Socialists 
condemned war because of the loss of life it 
entailed, but at the same time they were 
bringing. about a condition of things ap- 
proaching civil war within our boundaries 
by. strikes and suffering and starvation. 

It was the bounden duty of every man to 
be loyal to the law and if an award was ad- 
verse to them—whether employer or employé 
they should both honor it and stand by it 
like Englishmen. 

They had only to turn to Brisbane to find 
a dispute waging on the question of wearing 
a badge. The tram men had the right to ap- 
proach the Federal Arbitration. court, yet 
when their case was in train for a peaceful 
solution some satanic spirit prompted them 
to lay the trams idle and then some other 
spirits more satanic still said that if they 
could not have their way they would starve 
the whole community. Several labor mem- 
bers of parliament aided and abetted these 
lawless attempts fo canmy on the war against 
the public. Mr. Fisher put his hand in hia 
pocket to help those people who were wag- 
ing war upon the people of Queensland. He 
allowed ‘the men to pelieve that they could 
use force with impuvity in defiance of the 
laws of the land. 


Arbitration Court Necessary. 

Senator de Sargie, speaking at a Freeman- 
tlé Trade Hall association, naturally thinks 
arbitration a success, but—‘‘ The principle of 
arbitration,“ said the senator, had long 
been one of the foremost planks in the labor 
platform,“ and he failed to ses chat any one 
could belong to a labor organization and yet 
oppose it.. As long as the wages system re- 
mained, and it would be a long time before 
it was done away with, there must be some 
tribunal to indicate what was or what was 
not a fair wage. 

No country had made such rapid strides in 
industrialgnattersas Australia had. Great- 
ly as the work of the Labor party had pro- 
gréssed during the last twenty years [and 
the veriest Utopian could hardly have ex- 
pected more than the capture of the govern- 
ments in Australia], the party, now that 
they are in office, had much more knotty 
questions to handle. The wages problem was 
one of the biggest requiring attention. Ev- 
ery where there was a clamor for settlement. 
It was equally certain, ‘whether it was in 
connection with a government department 
or the most socialistic or Utopian idea, that 
some tribunal or committee had to be avall- 
able to determine the value of the labor 
done. And so the principle of arbitration 
held good. 


German Writer on the Situation. 

And finally this, from a German economist 
now studying industrial legislation i 
tralia: “* Conditiens here are too different 
from those in the old world to permit of any 
system being adopted'in its entirety. With 
your small population you can do things that 
would be impossible in England with its 
40,000,000 people, or in Germany, with nearly 
70,000,000. I have had a negative result in 
regard to New Zealand. * 

Arbitration is only compulsory to a cer- 
tain extent in New Zealand. Every union 
must register, but may afterwards cancel its 
registration, and at the expiration of an 
award that is in force it is free to any com- 
pulsion. Many unions are adopting this 
course. The miners were the first and the 
seamen also have done it. This proves that 
they think they can secure more by the old 
method of a strike, or a threat to strike, than 
by the new. 

„The great difficulty is, and always will de, 
to enforce the awards on both sides. It is 
easy, I should imagine, to enforce them on 
the employer, but difficult to do so on the 
other side.”

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The hunting season which closed yesterday 
was not so deadly as the season of 1011. The 
dead and ‘njured numbered 92 and 51 re 
spectively, as against 100 and 87 respectively 
for 1911. In 1910, the deadliest year of which 
there is record, 1138 persons lost their lives 
while hunting game. 


Chicago furnished three names in the death 
Ust. 

Alexander Hodgart, of Hodgart 4 Co., 
manufacturers agents, shot himself while 
stepping from a boat at his camp in Wiscon- 
sin. 

Thomas Delle of West Twenty-eighth 
street and Spaulding avenue was startled by 
his companion shouting Look out; there's 
a rattler.“ Delle stumbled, fell over a log, 
and shot himself as his gun dropped from 
his grasp. 

Harry Overton killed himself dragging hig 
gun over a tank car. 


Many Victims in Michigan. 

The list of accidents in Michigan is appal- 
ling, twenty-five persong having been killed 
and eighteen injured. Last y only sixteen 
were killed and four injured. The heavy 
casualty list undoubtedly is due to the great 
number of hunters that entered the woods 
in that state. Nearly 5,000 licenses were 
issued by the Michigan game warden. 

The deer hunters became ‘such a “‘ pest ” 
and caused so much terror among woodsmen 
in Ontonagon county, that placards were 
posted by the Diamond Lumber company, 
warning all buntere to keep away from the 
lands of the corporation. It is said that sev- 
eral employés of the company narrowly 
escaped being shot by exolted hunters, and 
it was in an endeavor to end the hazard that 
notice was served that hunters would be 
treated as trespassers. 

Near Grayling deer hunters were so thick 
that an agent of the game warden's depart- 
ment refused to go into the woods on land 
investigation. 

One of the victims in Michigan was Rich- 
ard Eberhart of Ludington. He was drowned 
when he fell from a boat. He was vice pres 
dent of M. Reichardt & Son, pianomakers, 
and formerly lived in Chicago. 


Woman’s Harrowing Experience, 

One Wisconsin unfortunate was Miss Pearl 
Sherwood, living near Iony. While hunting 
with her mother she accidentally shot her- 
self. Her mother, dragged the wounded 
daughter through the brush and timber to 
their home. 

One of the dead in Pennsylvania was Sam- 
uel A. Seitz. leather manufacturer of Phila- 
delphia. He was shot by a young companion 
who failed to take accurate aim.

MODERN WOODMEN OF AMERICA 
BACK TO OLD RATE AS ORDERED 


Will Ignore New Schedule Pending Out- 
come of Injunction 2 
All Mixed Up. 


Rock Island, III., Nov. 80.—It was officially 
announced by the Modern Woodmen of 
America today that pending the fina! dispo- 
sition of the rate question in the last court 
of appeal the old rates of the society will ob- 
tain, and that no more policies under the new 
rates will be issued. 

The decree from Judge Shirley in the Cir- 
cult court of Sangamon county restraining 
the society from doing business under the 
new raté plan made it necessary that the old 
rates be applied. 

The problem which now confronts the so- 
ciety is the status of the 200,000 members 
who have left the order in protest against 
the new rates as adopted by the head camp. 
at Chicago. Under a special dispensation 
they have until Dec. 10 to get back Into the . 
order without being counted as lapsed mem- 
bers. Those who have failed to take ad- 
vantage of this may be out of the socitty. 

On the other hand, there are 150,000 who , 
have eltber joined the society since the 
new rate plan was adopted, or who had their 


policies transferred from the old to the new) 


schedule. What is to be done with their 
policies and rates is another problem. 

The head officers assure the members that 
pending the final settlement of the contro- 
versy an equitable rate will prevail for all 
these members of uncertain status, and that 
no further effort will be made to force the 
collection of the new rates until its legality 


is finally decided upon in the Supreme court.
